Washington, May 19.—That then 
will be a sharp contest in the senate 
over the proposition to refer to th* 
Judiciary committee the amendmeni 
to the tariff bill introduced by Sena 
tor Bailey providing for an income 
tax, is indicated by a coalition of the 
Democrats and some of the progres 
cive Republicans, which has just be 
come known. 
Unquestionably the vote will be 
close, probably the closest that wit 
occur in macing the tariff bill. 
The Democratic strength in the sen 
ate is thirty-ohe votes, all of which 
are pledged to support the amend 
ment 
Mr. Bailey Is counting upon 
from sixteen or seventeen Republican 
votes to secure the adoption of the 
amendment, and it Is said that some 
of the progressives have assured him 
that they can deliver that many. Fif 
teen would be sufficient if the Demo 
crats voted solidly for the amend 
ment. 
On the other hand, conservative Re­ 
publicans in charge of the tariff bill 
say they have made some inroads up­ 
on the progressive Republican camp 
and that upon the question of refer 
ring the whole subject of an income 
tax to the judiciary committee for a 
report at the next regular session 
they already have forty-five votes 
pledged and express confidence of suc­ 
cess. 
Until the understanding just an­ 
nounced, the Democrats and progres­ 
sive Republicans were far apart over 
the form of the bill to be supported. 
Senators Cummins and Borah, chief 
advocates among the latter for an in­ 
come tax amendment, were in favor 
of a graduated tax according to the 
size of the incomes and were opposed 
to a tax on corporations. By surren­ 
dering these contentions in order to 
get a vote it was said that an agree­ 
ment would bo reached upon the prin­ 
cipal features of the Bailey amend­ 
ment. The plan is to provide for a 
flat tax of 2 or 3 per cent upon in­ 
comes above $5,000 and upon incomes 
of corporations 
above 
the 
figures 
named. That there shall be no dou­ 
ble taxation of individuals, provision 
will be made for deductions where 
the tax upon corporations’ stock has 
been paid through the corporation it­ 
self. 


TO COMMUTE ON FINANCE 


Senate Refers Gore Resolution for In­ 
vestigation of Prices. 
Washington, May 19.—After devot­ 
ing the greater part of the day’s ses­ 
sion to debate, the senate passed up­ 
on a number of important committee 
amendments to the tariff bill. 
It also 
disposed adversely of an amendment 
by Mr. Stone restoring the Dingley 
rates on razors. On that vote most 
of the progressive Republicans voted 
in the affirmative with the Democrats. 
More than two hours were devoted 
to a discussion of a resolution by 
Senator Gore to investigate the cost 
of production at home and abroad and 
the relative price of commodities at 
wholesale and retail. The resolution 
was referred to the committee on 
finance by a decisive vote. 
Much progress was made in the 
adoption of several sections of the 
tariff bill that formerly had been 
passed 
over. 
There 
were 
several 
amendments decreasing duties former­ 
ly reported by the committee, but 
some others adopted increased duties.

Spreckels Disclaims Motives Imput­ 


ed to Him by Defense. 


San Francisco, May 19.—Rudolph 
Spreckels, millionaire, whose name 
has been blazed into the record of 
every day’s proceedings since the 
trial of Patrick Calhoun commenced 
more than five months ago, had his 
inning in court here. 
Through a cross-examination replete 
with stinging inferences and ins.nua 
tions, he sat absolutely undisturbed, 
disclosing the innermost secrets of 
the graft prosecution, reciting the sub­ 
stantial payments he has made to its 
officers and agents and disclaiming 
utterly motives imputed to him by At­ 
torney Earl Rogers for the defense. 
The bitter altercations that have al­ 
ways followed the injection of Mr. 
Spreckels into the trial had prepared 
a crowded courtroom for a succession 
of angry disputes, but the examina­ 
tion was practically concluded with 
only a few brief exchanges. Assis­ 
tant District Attorney Heney, who 
had promised to permit the widest 
possible scope in cross-examination, 
offered scarcely a dozen objections 
throughout the day and the inquiry 
developed into a duel of wits between 
the witness and his questioner. 
Many times Mr. Spreckels took ex­ 
ception to a statement included in 
one of Mr. Rogers’ questions and flat­ 
ly declared that the utterance was un­ 
true. 
Late in the day Mr. Spreckels was 
excused wdth the understanding thai 
he will produce in court his persona! 
account of the many thousands of dol­ 
lars he admitted he had expended in 
behalf of the graft prosecution. 
The total, Mr. Spreckels said he 
was unable to remember, but he ad­ 
mitted that he had paid the rent and 
expenses of Mr. Heney’s private law 
office for a long time and that these 
sums amounted to between $500 and 
$600 a month. 
It was likewise admit­ 
ted that Mr. Spreckels had for a long 
time paid a considerable sum to 
Charles W. Cobb, Mr. Heney’s partner, 
and in pursuance of an agreement 
made at the outset, of the prosecution, 
it was disclosed, Mr. Spreckels is to 
pay Mr. Cobb $20,000 more. 
The witness said he had requested 
District Attorney Langdon to appoint 
Mr. Heney a member of his staff after 
he had obtained from the prosecutor 
an agreement to accept.

against District Attorney Gregg, made 
by the defense in the Muskogee towrn 
lot fraud cases, were forwarded to the 
department of justice at Washington 
on the suggestion of Judge Marshall, 
who is hearing the trial.

FOREST ON ROOT’S ESTATE. 


Government Service Setting Out 58,200 
Trees 8ix Feet Apert. 
An interesting experiment In tret 
planting is now under way on the es­ 
tate of Senator Elihu Root at Clinton. 
N. Y., under the direct supervision of 
a representative of the government 
forestry service. Approximately 58,200 
young trees, varying in height from 
seven to fourteen inches, are being set 
out in rows six feet apart. 
The trees include 16,400 w’hite pine, 
15,200 Norway spruce, which were 
shipped from Germany; 5,200 red pine 
6,000 red oak, 5,200 black locust, 5,000 
chestnut and 5,200 basswood. 
The 
spruce will be mixed with alternate 
rows and in four and a half to five 
acre plots with locust, red oak, pine 
and basswood. 
The white pine will 
be mixed with locust, red oak and red 
pine. 
Chestnut and spruce will also 
be planted together, using two rows of 
chestnut to each row of spruce. 


TO PICTURE SHIPS IN ACTION. 


United States Navy to Use Cinemato­ 
graph on One of Its Tugs. 
At the Brooklyn navy yard a moving! 
picture camera placed on a tug will be; 
used to photograph speed trials, gun- j 
nery practice and maneuvers for the i 
naval board at Washington. 
The machine w ill be in a uouoscillat- 
ing room suspended on an axle, so as 
to remain stationary no matter how 
badly the tug rolls. 
The camera will 
be high enough just abaft the bridge 
to have an unobstructed view of naval 
vessels in action. 
The pictures will 
enable the board to study the relative 
merits of the various ships and correct 
errors in reports of the efficiency of 
gun crews. 
Navy men said it would 
revolutionize the methods of handling 
ships while attacking under fire.

If paper upon which erasures of 
writing have been made Is exposed to 
the vapor of iodine the roughened sur­ 
face takes a different tint from that 
portion which has not been tampered 
with. 
If the erasure has been lightly 
made, only the ink or pencil lead be­ 
ing rubbed awray and the mark left in 
the fiber of the paper, iodine vapor 
causes the wfiting to reappear. 
This 
is because wherever the paper has 
been roughened more iodine is absorb­ 
ed than by a smooth surface. 
This 
test is effective within three months 
after the making of the alteration.

THE PETROSINO CASE 


W. H. Bishop Tells Why the De­ 
tective’s Slayers Will Escape. 


LIPS OF SICILIANS SEALED. 


NEW PENAL METHOD 


Chicago Woman’s Plan to Shield 
Families of Criminals. 


FAVORS INDUSTRY IN PRISONS 


Mrs. Mary £. Ids Would Maks tbs Con­ 
vict Earn Enough to Sava Kin From 
tho Burdon of His Crimo— Favors 
Paying 
For 
Work at 
tho 
Union 
Wags. 


The speedy disappearance of wife 
beaters, home deserters and tramps 
and the alleviation of some of the in­ 
justices of the present penal system 
are the objects aimed at In an idea 
being worked out by Mrs. Mary E. 
Ide, 163S Kenmore avenue, Chicago, a 
member of the North End Woman’s 
club and of the League of Cook Coun­ 
ty Clubs, who is busily engaged in de­ 
veloping the details of her scheme and 
enlisting others in its support. 
Mrs. Ide has long seen a great injus­ 
tice in the modern prison in that the 
Ji$aviest burden entailed by the sen­ 
tencing of a criminal to a term be­ 
hind the bars falls often not ou the 
culprit himself, but on his family. Tire 
man goes to jail and may or may not 
be put at hard labor, but his family is 
left out lu the world aud must shift 
for itself. 
“Why, I have even heard of criminal 
husbands/' said Mrs. Ide in explaining 
her plans, “who held their wives In 
submission by the threat that they 
^would go to jail for a rest and leave 
them without any support at all.” 
But all this would be changed if 
Mrs. Ide could have her way. and jail 
would be far too serious a proposition 
and too much like prosaic, everyday 
■Wotting for a living to be considered 
for a moment by the leisurely inclined. 
The gist of the proposed plan is this: 
Let the criminal, when sent to jail, be 
put at bis trade or lnbor and paid a 
regular union wage. 
Then let his j 
board and lodging be deducted and the I 
balance be sent to his family, so leav- j 
ing the burdens of a jail sentence to I 
fall where they are Intended to fall. 
To carry out the plan it would be I 
necessary, according to the originator. I 
to change the prisons about so as to I 
give them less of the present day as- J 
pect of “houses of correction” aud to 
give them more of the nature of “houses j 
of trades.” 
Mrs. 
Ide would prefer1 
that they be made in reality colonies I 
or virtual little towns, with all sorts ! 
of factories and industries and oppor- I 
tunities to put each man to work at j 
the trade or labor for which he is j 
most fitted. If he is not fitted for any, J 
let him learn one and go to work. 
There would be shoe factories, mat­ 
tress factories, furniture shops, car­ 
pentry shops, printing offices, stonecut­ 
ting sheds, brickyards, tile manufac­ 
turing plants, and the products of all 
would be placed on the market and no 
loss entailed to the state, for Mrs. Ide 
sees in her plan the elimination of one 
of the greatest objections to prison 
made articles. 
“Pay Is the keynote to my plan,” 
said she. “If we can pay the prisoner 
the regular union wage, I believe that 
the greatest obstacle, the opposition 
of the trade unions, will be overcome. 


Now the prison made articles are man­ 
ufactured by free labor. Let the men 
be paid wages and their product put 
on the market. I think that this wage 
and the consequent Justice to the pris­ 
oners’ dependents should obviate the 
objections of unions, though I haven’t 
yet consulted labor leaders. 
“The expressions of opinion which I 
have received have all been very fa­ 
vorable to my Idea. 
Superintendent 
Whitman of the house of correction 
said that it is just the thing we are 
coming to, and we may as well take 
It up now as later, and Judge Cleland 
said that the plan had many good 
Ideas. 
I spoke to Judge Mack about 
it also and asked him lf my plan was 
Impracticable. 
He told me I was on 
exactly the right track and urged me 
to hold to it.” 
Mrs. Ide intends to enlist the aid of 
prominent judges and lawyers through 
expressions of opinion from each and 
then start the work of raising popular 
subscriptions through personal can­ 
vassing for funds .to carry on the cam­ 
paign of publicity. 
As the club sea­ 
son Is over and the aid of women’s or­ 
ganizations cannot be enlisted, Mrs. 
Ide intends to carry on her work pri­ 
vately through the summer aud have 
the plan wen developed by the time 
the women’s clubs can take it up lo 
the fall. 
She bas been promised the 
floor at the first meeting of the League 
of Cook County Clubs. 
“Make the criminal dread the jail 
sentence less and crowd the prisons? 
Not In the least!” said Mrs. Ide in de­ 
fending her plan. “The criminal Is not 
the man who will look on the oppor­ 
tunity to support fais^ family under 
compulsion as an inducement to go to 
Jail. 
“I have had the idea in my mind for 
many years and hope to see It In prac­ 
tice. 
I believe there is a remedy for 
every evil if we can only find it.”-- 
Chicago Post.

“Betray No One, Not Even • Murderer,” 
a Creed of the Race, Saye American 
Coneul at Palermo— How Petroeino 
Scorned 
P ro te ct^ — A 
Change 
In 
Paeaporte Suggested. 


William II. Bishop, American consul 
at Palermo, Sicily,* who was threaten­ 
ed with death just after the assassina­ 
tion of Lieutenant Joseph Petrosino in 
the streets of Palermo, recently ar­ 
rived in New York city. 
He is not 
telling his abiding place, for it seems 
desirable on more than one account 
that members of the Black Hand In 
New York should not learn of his 
whereabouts. 
Mr. Bishop has received two letters 
warning him that unless be ceases 
lending a hand in the search for Lieu­ 
tenant Petrosino’s assassins and in the 
deportation of several of the notorious 
Italian blackmailers now in the United 
States he will meet the fate which be­ 
fell Commissioner Bingham’s special 
agent. 
From the time the first warn­ 
ing letter was received until he was 
safely on his way to the United States 
Mr. Bishop was under the constant 
surveillance of two Italian detectives. 
They even went on board the Cunard 
liner Carpathla with the consul and 
his wife and remained until the vessel 
had cleared Palermo. 
Mr. Bishop says that, although the 
danger of assassination by Black Hand 
agents In the United States is not so 
great as In Sicily, he is not taking any 
chances. 
He expects to remain two 
months in the United States. 
During 
that time he will lay before the state 
department at Washington a plan 
which he believes will lead to the ma­ 
terial lessening of the number of Ital­ 
ian criminals who land in New York 
and other Atlantic ports and also will 
provide a means of deporting many 
already in the United States who have 
been troubling the police of New York 
and other cities In the last few years. 
Mr. Bishop will meet Police Commis­ 
sioner Bingham in the near future to 
place certain information in bis bands 
concerning the Fetrosino case. 
Mr. Bishop’s recent experiences In 
Palermo have been so far the most 
trying period of his life. 
His coming 
to the United States had nothing to do 
directly with the Petrosino case, this 
being his annual leave of absence, 
gillie iu America he has some impor­ 
tant matters to communicate. 
Mr. Bishop said frankly that he did 
not believe that the murderers of Lieu­ 
tenant Petrosino would ever be caught. 
The Sicilian police have been ham­ 
pered from the start, he says, by the 
fact that nearly every Sicilian is 
averse to telling anything he knows to 
the police. 
“There is a dogma which has come 
down from the middle ages and is still 
in full force in Sicily which makes it 
well nigh impossible for the police to 
catch some criminals,” said Mr. Bish­ 
op. “This is the belief that it is un­ 
manly to tell anything about a fellow 
countryman which could get him into 
trouble. 
It is called ‘omerta’ in the 
Sicilian tongue, which means manli­ 
ness. They believe it is dishonorable 
to biform on any one even in a case 
of murder.” 
Mr. Bishop said that Petrosino did 
not seem to realize the danger of his 
mission. 
He even went about the 
streets unarmed and had no revolver 
with him when he was murdered. The 
dispatches from Palermo at the time 
said that Petrosino did have a revolver 
and fired back at his assassins. 
“I frequently spoke to Lieutenant 
Petrosino about his danger,” said Mr. 
Bishop, “but he made light of it. 
I 
asked him if the Black Hand agents 
in New York had never tried to kill 
him. He said he had been threatened 
many times, but was never afraid. 
“All the stories about his wearing a 
coat of mail were untrue. 
When he 
was shot his revolver w’as in his room 
at the hotel. 
When he first came to 
Palermo the authorities asked him if 
he didn’t want a guard to accompany 
Jiim. They told him it was dangerous 
to go about on such a mission alone, 
but he refused any escort. 
“One day he was going into a very 
dangerous locality infested with men 
known to be desperate. He asked me 
what he had better do. I told him to 
take along some of the carabinieri, but 
he finally decided to go alone. 
That 
was just before he was shot down. 
“Lieutenant Petrosino did not even 
disguise himself. True, he registered 
under an assumed name at the hotel 
and let his beard grow, but it changed 
him very little. He was of a distinc­ 
tive type, easily recognized. 
I told 
him one day that he looked like Na­ 
poleon, and he said ‘Yes’ and that in 
New Y’ork they called him a second 
McKinley, as he looked not unlike the 
former president. 
“The people of Palermo were in­ 
clined to look upon Lieutenant Petro­ 
sino as an intruder, aud after his mur­ 
der many would say that he got what 
he deserved. I only tell this to show 
what a difficult proposition the author­ 
ities have been up against in trying 
to locate his murderers.” 
Mr. Bishop said that the immigration 
laws had not been lived up to In Italy 
for many years. 
Ile said that under 
the present passport system there is 
no means of identifying the holder of 
a passport other than the general de­ 
scription given. 
“Every passport should have the 
photograph of the man for whom It is 
Issued,” he said. “The present system 
Is a farce.” 


MONUMENT TO ADAM. 


Builder Says Find Man 8hould Hava 
Homaga Paid to Othar Pioneers. 
Believing that it is better late than 
never, John P. Brady of Baltimore, 
contractor and builder, has had erect­ 
ed at his country 
house. Hickory 
Grounds, near Gordonville. Md., a 
monument to the memory of Adam, 
the first man. 
After spending much thought, upon 
designs for the monument Mr. Brady 
came to the conclusion that nothing 
could be more fitting than a plain 
square shaft of concrete surmounted 
by a sundial. 
Without saying that women will not 
be admitted, Mr. Brady wishes the oc­ 
casion of the dedication to be distinct­ 
ly masculine. He has no indention at 
any time to erect a memorial to Eve. 
The monument bears two opposite 
panels, which read: 


THIS, THE FIRST SHAFT IN 
AMERICA, IS DEDICATED 
TO ADAM, THE FIRST MAN. 


In the circular form surrounding the 
sundial is the Latin quotation: 
“Sic transit gloria mundi” (So passes 
the glory of the world). 
“After all, there is no serious reason 
why there should not have been thou­ 
sands of memorials to Adam,” said 
Mr. Brady the other day. “Some of us 
may blame him for the misfortunes 
which we get in this world, but few of 
us wish that we had not been brought 
here. It was kind of Adam to come 
first. He paved the way and should re­ 
ceive the homage which we pay to 
pioneers in all fields. There seems to 
be glory enough to go around for ev­ 
ery one who ever did anything, and 
many monuments and other tributes 
have honored men who never did any­ 
thing. 
“If it is so easy to get one’s name 
graved in stone I thought it was high 
time Adam had something to show for 
having been here. Adam had a pretty 
hard time of it. He was something of 
a hero, after all. Just think of it, to 
be here on this big earth, not a soul 
until Eve came, and then”— 


HOLD TIME IS 
INOPPORTUNE 


French Labor Unions Do Nol 
I 
Want to Strike. 


FAMOUS BRITISH STATESMAN. 


Incidents In the Career of Joseph E. 
Chamberlain, Great Unionist Leader. 
Joseph E. Chamberlain was until his 
retirement a great Unionist leader In 
British politics. 
He early became 
known for bis radical opinions and 
was In turn councilman and mayor of 
Birmingham and on the return of the 
Liberals in 1886 was made president 
pf the board of trade, with a seat In 
the cabinet. 
Mr. Chamberlain achieved great prom­ 
inence by his schemes for the regen­ 
eration of the masses, which included 
the “restitution” of land and the “ran­ 
som” of property. 
He succeeded in 
passing the bankruptcy bill; he advo­ 
cated the readjustment of taxation, 
free schools and creation of allotments 
by compulsory purchase. 
He resigned from the office of pres! 
dent of the government board In 
March, 1886, one month after he had 
taken the office, as outcome of his op­ 
position to the Gladstone party and 
particularly the Gladstone home rule 
pplicy for Ireland. 
• Lord Salisbury, as prime minister, 
sent him to the United States as com­ 
missioner in the Canadian fisheries 
disputes, and later he was made co­ 
lonial minister. 
His chief ambition 
during the period he held this office 
was to bind closer, if possible, the col­ 
onies to England. 
He succeeded in 
many instances. 
In 1888 he married Mary Endicott, 
daughter of William G. Endicott, sec­ 
retary of war in Cleveland’s first term. 
He resigned as secretary of state for 
the colonies in 1903 because of his pro­ 
tariff views. 


EFFORTS WITHOUT RESULTS 


Attempts 
of 
Revolutionary 
Laboi 


Leaders to Bring About a General 


Strike of Affiliated Unions in Sup­ 


port of the Postal Employes Have 


Received 
Little 
Encouragement 


Some Union Men Ordered Out. 


Paris, May 19.—The efforts of the 
revolutionary labor leaders to bring 
about a general strike of affiliated 
unions in support of the postal em­ 
ployes has not had any widespread 
results. The federal committee of the 
confederation of labor held a meeting 
to consider a proposition of the mill 
tant leaders to fix a day for a gen 
era! strike, and this excited furious 
discussion. The reformists who are 
opposed to the revolutionary members 
contended that the time was not ripe 
for the proletariat to attempt a con­ 
certed movement. 
As a consequence 
no date was fixed and only the build 
ing trades, carpenters and diggers 
unions were ordered to strike today. 
M. 
Pataud, leader of the elec 
tricians, declared that he will call 
out his men very soon, when least 
expected, but it is considered doubt 
ful If many will obey the orders of 
the leaders, although demonstrations 
on the part of the unemployed mem­ 
bers of the various unions are possi 
hie. An appeal to the workers of 
France to come to the ald of their 
comrades in the postal service by a 
general strike was issued by the fed 
eral committee of the postal employes 
and 
placarded 
throughout 
Paris. 
Something of a sensation was caused 
ny the discovery at the central post­ 
office of a mysterious package, re­ 
sembling an infernal machine. It was 
carried to the municipal laboratory 
and opened under water. The pack­ 
age contained only the remains of a 
decayed lobster.

Arbitration Boards of Six States in 
Conference. 
Detroit, May 19.—That there has 
been no hint or thought of compelling 
anyone to come before the interstate 
board of arbitration and testify was 
the idea emphasized by John Lund!- 
gran of New York, speaking for the 
boards of arbitration of six states 
that convened here in an effort to 
find some means of settling the pres­ 
ent strike on the vessels of the Great 
Lakes. 
“We are here to extend our good 
offices in any way that the parties at 
interest wish us to extend them,” 
said Mr. Lundigran. 
He added ’hat 
the announcement that President Liv­ 
ingstone of the I.ake Carriers would 
not appear at the conference here had 
reached the board 
only indirectly 
through the press. 
Rev. Frederick Klump of the Michi­ 
gan board of arbitration said I he 
Michigan board had authority to sub­ 
poena witnesses, but stated that no 
subpoenas had been issued. 
The conference took a recess after 
hearing a statement from National 
President W. F. Yates of the .Marine 
Engineers’ 
Beneficial 
association. 
Later, Victor Olander of the Lake Sea­ 
men’s union appeared before the con­ 
ference, accompanied by Secretary 
Secord of the Marine Cooks’ union 
and William Tyndall, lake business 
agent for the Marine Engineers’ Bene­ 
ficial association. 


TECHNICALITIES OF TARIFF 


Almost Involved Manufacturers in a 
Wrangle. 
New York, May 19.—Tariff techni­ 
calities almost involved the Natiogal 
Association of Manufacturers In a 
wrangle after the presentation ot the 
report of the committee on tariff and 
reciprocity by its chairman, H. E. 
Miles (Of Racine, WU. Discussion fol­ 
lowed, during which E. H. Dean of In­ 
dianapolis declared that “it is most 
unfortunate that the question of tariff 
revision should be enforced on the as­ 
sociation.” He said that he objected 
to a general lowering of duties and 
did not look with favor on the crea­ 
tion of a permanent tariff commission. 
Such a body he said, would only pro­ 
long national anxiety and draw “fat 
salaries.” 
The report was finally adopted with 
the recommendation that the associa­ 
tion go on record as favoring tariff 
adjustment, but not necessarily tariff 
reduction.
